In case you have a junker AN/URM-25D signal generator, you might want to 
take a second look at that power transformer on the PP-977 power supply. 
It's rated 450VCT @ 75 mA, which should be about ideal for any of the 
Command Set (SCR-274-N, ARA, AN/ARC-5) receivers. The 11 Hy choke isn't 
half bad for this, either. As-is, the transformer was intended for the 
common 6X4 rectifier, so all you'd need is 28 volts for the filaments 
(try Radio Shack). I drove down to Long Beach last night to catch the 
guy at Nevada Metals Co. who advertised URM-25D's in Nuts & Volts 
Magazine at $25 each and came back with four of 'em. Guess where the 
power transformer out of at least one of them is going!! 


BTW: Don't bother calling them (310-491-3181) for the TV-7 tube testers 
at $29 -- they had calls from all over the world wanting them! They 
still had about 30-40 URM-25D's left, but will be moving to larger 
facility in a day or two. If they have to move them, I suspect the price 
will go up, and they're not worth any more. Most were missing the lids, 
had smashed up cases, etc. Might be fun to convert to small 80 or 40 
meter transmitter, as VFO, buffer, & 6AG7 final are already there and 
wired -- only need to pull plates off the variable cap to "expand the 
dial" in a limited tuning range. (As if I didn't already have enough 
projects!)

I see a couple of things at work here: 


1. Newcomers to BA-buying who decide that they "really want" a 
certain item and just go ahead and pay the asked price rather 


than spend time looking for something reasonable, in a few cases 
because they're either lazy or don't have time to spend searching 
but most often (IMHO) because they're afraid that this one "may 
be their last shot." This leads to: 


2. Sellers who inflate prices because they just *xKNOW* there's a 
sucker out there somewhere who's willing to pay their price. 


Personally, I try to adhere to the following rules: 


1. Resist the notion that "this may be your last chance to buy 


Oa Se ;" odds are that not only is it not your last 
chance, but you'll probably find it cheaper if you're patient. 


2. Avoid buying at an inflated price. If I discover that I have 
done so (through ignorance), I'll sell it for no more than I 
paid; in some cases I've sold for less. I'd rather "eat" the 
loss than propagate the ripoff. 


3. Resist the temptation to gouge the unsuspecting or 
unknowledgeable by artificially jacking up the price. But if a 
modest return is possible while keeping the price reasonable, 
then I have no problem selling for more than I paid. 


4. Offer fair prices for things I want which are being sold by 
those who honestly claim, "I have no idea what this might be 
worth." For example, someone selling an old, but not 
particularly rare, Vibroplex bug but knows nothing about them: 
I'll tell them what it is, how old it is, and make them an offer 
at perhaps 75-80% of what I typically see that model and vintage 
selling for. This gives them a fair price for something they'd 
simply throw away if they didn't sell, it gives me a saleable 
item with built-in profit & negotiating margins, and it preserves 
my reputation for fair dealing. 


The last seven words of the last statement define, for me, 
the most important aspect of this issue..... but everyone must 
decide for himself (or herself).

If the three capacitors are identical, with zero leakage, great. But I suspect 
they will not be exactly the same in characteristics. Because of this, the 
potentials divided across them will differ slightly. If one of the capacitors is 
weaker and fails, it might take out the others too. It may be wise to force the 
potentials across all capacitors to be equal by stringing voltage divider 
resistors across them, just to be sure. 2-watt resistors in the range of 4-5 
megohms each should work OK.

While I'm a devotee of dishwashing parts and pieces (knobs, panels, 
coils and caps, etc...), I'd avoid putting the whole BA into 
the rinse cycle. 


Incidentally, if you DO use the DW to scour your BA parts, avoid 
using the dry cycle if you have plastic parts in there. 


You'll be suprised by the results ("I can see myself in this capacitor!!") 
as dishwasher soap is evidently QUITE active, and does a great job. 
Be sure to lightly oil appropriate areas, as it degreases parts throughly.

Arrrgh!!! NO! HELL NO! ABSOLUTELY NOT! The average kitchen 
dishwasher is on a par with a hot (caustic) tank. You might as well 
consider using a Steam Jenny to clean it. You'll take lettering off 
the front panel, melt and warp dials and take the paint of them, fill 
meters up with water, create shorts in iron-core chokes and 
transformers, etc. etc. etc. Oddly enough IF transformers will 
probably survive---but need to be taken off, soaked in clean water for 
a day, and then air dried for a few weeks, after such treatment. 


I can't think of any quicker ways to reduce restorable electronics to 
junk that isn't even usable for parts. You could rent a DC-3, take it 
up to 5000 feet, and kick the item out the cargo door, but that will 
take longer and cost more. An acetylene cutting torch would probably 
be as quick. 


If you want nice clean working electronics, take the time and do the 
work to take the front panel off, and do detail cleaning. That will 
give you a chance to do a detail inspection of the wiring, various 
components, solder joints, and a chance to clean and relube any 
mechanical stuff that needs it. 


TANSTAAFL. There ain't no such thing as a free lunch. If you want 
nice clean working electronics, take the time and spend the effort to 
do it right.

Be careful! Heed Hank van Cleef's advice. 


We talk about washing Tek scopes but I feel I need to point out a few things 
that make that situation different than washing the average BA in a dishwasher. 


First of all, Tek scopes are made of materials that take well to washing 
with soap and water, unlike most BAs. The chassis in Tek scopes are made of 
aluminum, not steel. They don't rust. About the worst thing that can 
happen to them is water spots (and if you have water spots, that indicates 
another problem. More about that later.) You can wash the lettering off of 
a Tek scope, too, under certain circumstances. For a short time, Tek used 
water-soluable lacquer to spray over the silkscreened lettering on chassis. 
If you happen to be unlucky enough to try to wash one of those, it has been 
described "like washing alphabet soup down the drain". Front panel 
lettering can be washed right out of the etched grooves on the front panel 
if enough air pressure is used in the spray gun. Duodial lettering seems to 
be very susceptable to disappearing but fortunately it can be replaced 
fairly easily. I remove duodials and carefully handwash them separately. 


Another thing that you need to be very careful of is water quality. You 
need water with a very low ion content (soft water). Here where I live, the 
water right out of the tap is good enough to wash Tek scopes. In San Diego, 
it definitely is not and needs to be treated before spraying it into a 
scope. When I was washing scopes commercially, my company used a system or 
rechargeable tanks to chemically remove ions from the water. As I recall, 


we bought the system from Culligan and they would periodically change tanks 
as we depleted them. I can't tell you exactly how to tell if your water is 
"good enough" without treating or not. One way to tell is wash the 
instrument and if you lose the transformer, it probably wasn't good enough. 
We lost several transformers in San Diego before we figured this out. Of 
course, that was when Tek was still honoring their "lifetime" transformer 
warranty and we could get free replacements. It is still a heck of a job to 
replace one, even if you got it free. If your water spots your car or 
dishes when you wash them, there is a good chance it needs to be "deionized" 
before you wash a scope in it. 


I have used several different detergents successfully. Right now my 
favorite seems to be "Simple Green", but I have used "Kelite Spray White" 
and others. 


Heat can be a real problem, especially on plastics. They melt. Ina 
dishwasher, there is very little control over the heat during the drying 
phase and there are obvious hot spots. I've seen Tupperware melted pretty 
badly in a dishwasher. Water temperature is not too serious of a problem. 
If you can put your hands in it, it probably won't hurt your Tek scope. 

Warm water works a bit better than cold water when you are trying to wash 
off grease. I can't say that warm water won't hurt your other BAs, however. 
What you really want to do for drying a Tek scope is to get it hot enough to 
drive the moisture out and not hot enough to melt anything. I describe in 
detail how I built a drying oven [real cheap] out of an old discarded 
refridgerator in my book. My drying temperature is somewhere around 120-130 
degrees F and I dry it for at least 48 hours. 


If you do a good job of washing your BA, you will certainly take all the 
grease and oil off of everything that still needs it. You will need to 
relube switch detent balls, fan motors, shaft bushings, and all those worm 
gears and planetary drives. Some lube on rotary switch contacts is a good 
idea, too. 


A couple more words on transformers: Tek-made transformers are especially 
well made and sealed against moisture so they generally hold up well in the 
wash process. I NEVER immerse one and I avoid spraying any water directly 
into it. High voltage transformers (in the high voltage oscillator circuit) 
do not seem to mind being washed and sprayed directly. It is the big power 
transformers that don't like it. The CRT filament winding is that area that 
gives the most trouble. This is because most scope CRT filaments are 
operated at more than a kilovolt and up to 4 kilovolts away from ground. A 
few stray ions left in the power transformer can form a permanent path to 
ground and destroy it. There are a couple of ways you might recover from 
this situation in a Tek scope but if this happened to a power transformer in 
most other BAs, it would probably be fatal and you would have another BA to 
add to the "junker list". 


I HAVE washed a few other pieces of electronics but I always caution the 
owner that it may not survive the process. We have lost some power 
transformers and there is always the option of removing the power 
transformer and other critical parts before washing the instrument. This 
could easily be more work than cleaning the whole thing with cotton swabs.

I'm afraid I disagree with you, Mike. The power supply ground can in 
principle be placed anywhere in the circuit. If the filter choke is in the 
B- end of the power supply, the appropriate place for the ground connection 
would be at the point where the negative terminal of the electrolytic 
capacitors joins the filter choke. In that event, twist-can electrolytics 
with a grounded can would work fine. 


My reply is that this is true only for single-section twist-can electrolytics. 
If you were doing a Pi-section filter, you'd need the negative side of each 
capacitor on either side of the choke. 


Putting the filter choke in the B- leg of the power supply is still a 
worthwhile implementation.

On Mon, 26 Feb 1996, Stan Griffiths (W7NI) discussed placing the choke in 
the negative power supply lead to reduce much of the voltage stress on the 
choke: 


> I seem to hear this all too often. Several years ago when homebrewing a big 
> final amp, someone told me that the choke could just as easily be put in the 
> B- lead as the B+ lead since it only needs to be somewhere in the power 

> supply series loop. The obvious advantage to putting it in the B- lead is 

> that you don't subject it to the stress of the B+ voltage and it is much 

> less likely to arc to ground. I have successfully used chokes in the B- 

> lead ever since and don't recall ever losing one. Of course there are still 
> voltage swings on the terminals of the choke even in the B- lead, but they 

> are not nearly as far above ground as they would be in the B+ lead. 


I quoted most of Stan's remarks here because they are significant. 
Negative lead filtering DOES reduce the voltage stress on the choke. The 
ripple current still causes a voltage across the choke but this is no 
longer superimposed on the DC voltage. 


The negative sides to this configuration (no pun intended) are usually 
minimal. First, the center tap of the HV transformer is lifted from 
ground by the ripple voltage across the choke. This is seldom enough to 
damage the transformer insulation. The other detrimental effect is that 
the choke capacitance to ground is no longer in parallel with the power 
supply filter capacitors, but is instead shunted across the choke winding. 
The result is a slight decrease in filtering efficiency. This is only 
significant in applications requiring extremely low values of ripple. It 
is almost never a factor in high-power transmitter power supplies. 


With capacitor input filters (boo, hiss), the negative lead of the input 
capacitor must be returned to the hot side of the choke. This may create 
an insulation problem with some capacitor arrangements, and can be a 
safety problem with metal-can electrolytics where we normally expect the 
metal cans to be grounded.

On checking out any R390 family rx: Mechanical condition is 
very important! Turn the KC knob thru its entire range, feeling 
for any catching or stiffness. Likewise the MC knob should not 
hangup or make nasty noises between detents. 


If you can see inside while you do the knob tests, watch all 

the slug racks going up and down. The seller should be willing 

to remove the top cover -- after all, he knows that once you've seen all 
that mechanism doing its ballet, you're just gonna HAFTA buy the set! 


If it's working, more or less, verify you can get some noise with 
the antenna trimmer on every band (all 32 of em). 


There are lots of things that can be wrong with an ‘A, just like any other rx, 
but this is one family that doesn't take nicely to rust or drop damage. 


Pluses include having the orignal meters; manuals; top and bottom covers; 
inside RF section cover (with all the alignment info you really need 
silkscreened right on it!!), antenna-connector adapters or connectors, 
Klerenomos aduio and/or AVC modifications.

I'm pleased to report that the homebrew AM radio works, sort of... 


>From reading the old books on crystal sets, one would get the impression that 
all it took was a bundle of wire, an old toilet paper roll, some galena anda 
pair of hi-z headphones to hear all sorts of stuff. Well, folks I hate to tell 
ya, but t'aint quite so. After hooking it all up, attaching a 10 foot piece of 
wire to one end and clamping the other to a cold water pipe, I can tell you 
from personal experience that unless you live about two miles or less from a 

50 kW station, you ain't gonna hear nuthin. The signal needed to produce an 
audible tone in the headphones is about .03 volts at the antenna terminal. 
Unfortunately, that is also so strong that it swamps the circuit. 


Fortunatley I happened to have an unused guitar amp at hand, so I hooked it up 
and Voila! two stations were easily tuneable and sounded very good. One is 
actually 60 miles away (KOA in Denver). 


Note that the antenna makes a huge imapct on the tuning.

>I have a Navy TBS-6 motor-generator that is incredibly rusty. 
>Does anyone make screw extractors for anything smaller that a #10

Good question...but not much magic you can do with them, William. 
The smallest screw extractors use a 5/64" starter drill because of 
material strength reasons. Shock does the best job in breaking 


loose rusty screws, so if you can combine the screw extractor with a 
3/8" cam operated impact tool and plastic hammer you'll get the best 
results. It's also the easiest way to get broken extractors... 
life's full of little tradeoffs <grin>. MSC (800) 645-7270 has a 
set of small extractors for $7.14 (part no. 05026554). 


I've also had good luck drilling them out starting with a 
machinist's center drill on a milling machine - a drill press would 
be just as good but is a little more difficult to adjust to the 
exact center of the screw head. The center drill is stiff enough to 
eliminate wander. I follow up with the correct tap drill size, then 
retap the hole with the original size screw tap. 99% of the time it 
cleans out the old threads perfectly! 


Or...you could spring for an EDM (electric discharge machining) unit 
if you're well off. But if you can buy one of those you don't need 
list advice.
